Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 



Regarding Claims 4, prior art in the record fails to show alone or in combination that the method 
of scheduling the handling of communication channels based on the target time, which is 
determined as the time at which a driver collects processed data of the channel minus the average 
handling duration, of each channel. 



Regarding Claims 6, 18 and 33 prior art in the record fails to show alone or in combination that 
the method of scheduling the handling of communication channels based on the target time, 
wherein selecting is based on the target times comprises determine a closest target time among 
the target times of the channels and determining a number of channels which can be handled in 
the time remaining until the closest target time. 



Regarding the rest of the depending claims, they are allowable because they depend on the 
allowable independent claims.
